COMMENTARY 


There  has  been  a  further  rise  in  the  total  population  of  the  area  to 
13,200,  although  the  increase  was  less  marked  than  in  previous  years.  In 
1962  the  increase  was  750,  compared  with  1,620  for  the  previous  year.  This 
change  is  due  to  the  change  in  the  economic  circumstances  for  the  Teeside 
area  as  a  whole,  and  it  is  likely  that  figures  for  1963  will  show  a  similar  trend. 

The  rise  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  noted  in  1961  has  not 
recurred  and  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  for  1962  is  comparable  with  the  national 
average. 

There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year.  This  was  the  first  such 
death  recorded  for  several  years. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  has  remained  low  except  in  the 
case  of  measles,  which  stayed  at  a  fairly  high  figure  for  the  fourth  successive 
year.  Apart  from  a  few  spasmodic  cases  the  bulk  of  the  notifications  were 
received  in  the  latter  months  of  the  year,  commencing  in  late  September  and 
continuing  into  1963. 

It  is  disappointing  to  note  a  sharp  fall  in  the  number  of  immunisations 
against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  especially  in  the  number  of  re¬ 
enforcing  doses  given.  The  attention  of  parents  is  drawn  to  the  importance  of 
their  children  having  a  re-enforcing  dose  on  entry  to  school,  but  in  spite  of 
this,  many  children  never  receive  it. 

In  the  early  months  of  the  year  there  was  a  heavy  demand  for  smallpox 
vaccination  due  to  the  presence  of  the  disease  in  Bradford. 

In  1962  the  replacement  of  the  Salk  type  vaccine  by  the  Sabin  (Oral) 
vaccine  began  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  practically  all  poliomyelitis 
vaccination  was  being  carried  out  by  this  method.  Vaccination  against 
poliomyelitis  has  now  become  an  accepted  part  of  the  routine  of  immunisation 
in  infancy  but  the  acceptance  rate  remains  very  low  in  the  older  age  groups.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  sixteenth  annual  report  on  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1962. 

The  staff'  of  the  department  consists  of  one  full-time  Shorthand  Typist/ 
Clerk  and  a  full-time  Rodent  Operator. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  PREPARATION 

AND  SALE  OF  FOOD 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  cafes,  hotel  kitchens,  ice  cream 
premises,  food  shops  and  stalls  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  requirements 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  Byelaws. 

During  the  year  31  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  breaches  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  two  licensed  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  the  district  and  regular  inspections  were  made  for  the  purpose  of 
inspecting  meat  following  slaughter.  During  the  year,  492  visits  were  made, 
the  carcases  and  organs  of  2,080  animals  were  inspected  and  the  total  weight 
of  meat  classified  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  328  lbs. 

The  mutual  aid  scheme  with  Skelton  and  Brotton  and  Loftus  Urban 
District  Councils  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  Skelton  and  Brotton  made  10  visits  to  this  area,  for  the  purpose 
of  meat  inspection  only.

LICENSED  PREMISES 

Visits  have  been  made  to  all  licensed  premises  in  the  area  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  checking  sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities  and  general 
conditions  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  area,  the  larger  being  under  the 
control  of  the  Local  Authority.  During  the  year  an  extension  was  provided 
to  this  site  and  there  is  now  accommodation  for  517  caravans.  There  is  a  small 
private  site  which  has  accommodation  for  four  caravans.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air  and  the 
Tees-side  Clean  Air  Committee. 

Two  deposit  gauges  are  in  use  in  the  area,  one  being  sited  at  Marske- 
by-the-Sea  in  the  garden  of  “Ivy  House/’  by  kind  permission  of  Dr.  P.  A. 
Walshaw  and  one  in  the  Police  Station  Grounds  at  Saltburn-by-the-Sea  by 
kind  permission  of  the  Chief  Constable. 

Herewith  are  tables  showing  the  results  for  the  twelve  months  together 
with  wind  records  for  the  period. 

During  the  year  a  change  was  made  in  the  form  of  analysis  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Analyst,  in  that  Dissolved  Matter  was  disregarded  and  in 
place  of  that  test  a  test  for  Ferric  Oxide  was  carried  out.  The  future  reports 
will  not  show  Soluble  Matter  as  it  is  considered  that  this  is  of  no  consequence 
in  judging  Atmospheric  Pollution.  The  Ferric  Oxide  test  is  being  carried  out 
because  of  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  Steel  Work  processes,  which 
discharge  this  chemical  into  the  atmosphere. 

During  the  year  a  Volumetric  Smoke  Gauge  was  installed  at  30  Vicar¬ 
age  Drive,  Marske-by-the-Sea,  this  being  a  central  point  in  the  township 
and  was  considered  the  most  suitable  site  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research.  The  results  for  the  six  months  since  the  installation  are 
given. 

A  petition  was  received  during  the  year  from  the  residents  of  the  Hob 
Hill  area  with  regard  to  pollution  by  steam  engines  on  the  Saltburn  to  Brotton 
line.  This  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  British  Railways  Motive  Power 
Department  and  an  early  promise  to  replace  the  steam  engines  by  diesel 
locomotives  was  given.  Since  these  engines  were  replaced  no  complaints  have 
been  received  from  the  area  concerned. 

Twelve  observations  were  made  during  the  year  on  the  coal-fired  boiler 
in  the  area  and  no  nuisances  were  observed. 

During  the  year  a  mobile  exhibition,  organised  by  the  Solid  Smokeless 
Fuels  Federation  was  in  the  area  and  the  attendance  was  satisfactory.

The  system  in  use  is  an  intercommunication  system  connecting  the 
accommodation  with  the  Wardens  by  a  speaker  unit,  the  Warden  making 
daily  calls  and  a  weekly  visit  and  carrying  out  shopping  and  neighbourly 
assistance  where  needed. 

This  Service  has  proved  a  great  help  to  the  elderly  people  and  they 
have  expressed  their  appreciation. 

Special  fittings  were  installed  through  the  Welfare  Services  in  one  of 
the  elderly  persons’  bungalows  where  the  tenant  is  disabled.
